These three amendments have been

Washington, Sept. 6— A new note 
calling for protection of 
Ameiican 
interests in mandate territories has 
been sent to the allied po w ers by the 
United States, it was officially 
a n ­ 
nounced at the state department to­ 
day. 


The sending of the new 
note by 
Secretary Hughes was revealed ex­ 
clusively by the United Press S a t­ 
urday. It is expected th at the 
text 
of the communication will he made 
public later today. 
The new note, it

places partial emphasis on the con­ 
tention that this 
government 
must 
be included iii the m andatory ques­ 
tion. 
Certain changes in the d raft form 
of tile mandates is designed to p ro ­ 
tect the American interests in such 
territory' proposed in tile new note. 
Tile priniccpal change is said to be 
that of the 
open 
door 
plan 
for 
equality for the United States 
and 
all other nations that they be recog­ 
nized in the draft mandate.

An “ interested citizen” writes the 
Daily Republican 
today 
regarding 
new' fire equipment for Rushville, 
advocating a pumper which w ill meet 
the local requirements. He sets forth 
an 
argument 
iii favor of a small 
pumper declaring the water supply is 
not sufficient for a large one. Ile also 
favors 
placing 
the 
horse-drawn 
equipment in another station in the 
residence section. His letter follows: 
The agitation for better fire p ro­ 
tection for the city is now on and it 
behooves the city council to prepare 
to supply for the city of Rushville 
the best protection that it can sec 
lire, 
acting deliberately and con­ 
scientiously, weighing every angle of 
the situation. 
We have as reported by the super­ 
intendent of the city plant 125 fire 
hydrants scattered over the city in 
as logical a distribution as is pos­ 
sible. So that 1,009 feet of hose will 
bring water to any property in tile 
city 
from tw’o or more hydrants. 
Seventy-eight per cent of these hy­ 
drants are only four inch hydrants, 
22 percent are six inch. The four 
inch hydrants will furnish approxi­ 
mately 316 gallons of water per min­ 
ute at 45 to 60 pounds pressure on 
the mains. If more w ater is required 
you will have to increase your pres­ 
sure at the plant which wall give an 
increased flow' of approximately 45 
gallons per minute from the four inch 
hydrants. 
No m atter what the size of mains 
you have, a four inch hydrant will 
only permit a stated amount of water 
to go through its valves. This amount 
can be accurately 
ascertained 
and 
measured a t the hydrant nozzle and 
no guessing is necessary. 
Our opinion based on engineering 
data then places the question fa ir­ 
ly before the hoard. Buy a pumper 
that is large enough to use all the 
water you can get from a four inch 
hydrant 
under 
ordinary 
circum­ 
stances, but do not fall into the mis­ 
taken idea that you can get any size 
pumper you have the money to lmv. 
and get results from this pumjjff 
and have or take into consideration 
no question in regard to where you 
are to get your w ater or the amount 
which the source of supply will a c ­ 
tually use, as our present conditions 
really are. 
True it is that if we hail cisterns 
all over the city that were so located 
that the punnier could draw on their 
cisterns 
and 
the 
cisterns 
could 
draw on the city mains you could 
get any size pumper that you de­ 
sired. But this is not the facts. We 
have only a very few' cisterns that 
will hold w’ater 
and 
when a fire 
breaks out beyond the reach of these 
cisterns or the mill race, your sup­ 
ply of w ater will he graduated by 
the amount available at the respec­ 
tive 
hydrants 
in 
the 
immediate 
neighborhood of the fire. 
M e have 
over 
twenty 
miles of 
mains in the city running from 16 in­ 
ches down to four inches. All out­ 
laying mains, or at least a great 
percent, are on these four ir/di mains 
and a goodly number are on dead

commis­ 
sion composed of leading 
interna­ 
tional authorities. This 
commission 
has recommended for adoption only 
three amendments. 
The first of the three amendments 
recommended by

provides merely for the election 
of 
the four non-permanent members of 
the council, in such a m anner as to 
give all the smaller nations an op­ 
portunity to have a 
representative 
on the council. The amendment p ro ­ 
vides that the four 
non-permanent 
members shall be elected for terms 
of four years, that two shall he el­ 
ected every two years and that no 
nation shall lie eligible for 
consec­ 
utive re-election. Election will be by 
majority vote.

mended provides that the Assembly 
shall have the exclusive
